GRIEF OF THE EMPRESS.

Cuwrtncrst, July 12.—The poor Empress

ef the body at Camden House last nigit. It 


was supposed that she had retired to the seclu- 
gion of her boudoir, but, on the contrary, hav- 
ing eluded her sympathizing friends, she had 
silently gone into the reom set apart as 
the mortuary chamber. No sooner had the 
coffin entered the door than a shriek revealed 
the presence of the bereaved mother. She was 
jed away, weeping bitterly. At midnight she 
again descended to the room of death and lay 


prostrave, kissing the plate and moaning the 


name Louis. She remained thus four hours, 
when she sank into asleep from utter exhaus- 
tion. 

At 7 o’clock this morning she was again found 

KNEELING AT THE COFFIN'S SIDB. 

M. Rouber and others remained outside, fear- 
ful of the consequences of such intensity of 
grief. At 9 o’clock, however, the Empress 
was wonderfully firm. She took a last look 
at the dead face, and then, with all the 


lasting farewell. Friends of ber youth and of 
the days of ber greatness gently led her out of 
the room.

4 ctowded bours before the time of 
the ceremony. Mer. Goddard, in purple 
robes, was busy receiving the distin-

arrive. The Countess Poniatowski, Mme. 
Canrobert, the Duchess of Manchester, and the 
Marchioness of Londonderry came next. Then 
followed the Ambassador of Germany, paying 
the last tribute to the cause upon whose ruins 
the Empire wae erected. The Duke of Frias, 
fhe special envoy from Spain, and the French 
Ambassador were absent. 
The whole chapel was heavily draped in black. 
It was in complete darkness save for the yellow 
candies at the catafaique, the altar, and at the 
Emperor's tomb. Just outside the saactuary 
were three priedieux draped in black. and empty, 
belonging to three unfortunate and illustrious 
worshipers, ot whom one only, the weakest, re- 
mains. Fresently a hush announced the entry 
of 
THE PRINCESS OF WALES 
in deep mourning. She was hardly able to con- 
trol her emotion as she was led to a seat at the 
epistie side of the altar, where she knelt in 
prayer. Soon the distant strains of the Dead 
Mareh”’ announced the approach of the cortege. 
A devechment ot Lancers was leading, followed by 
the cadets at slow march, who opened ranks on 
entering the gate and formed on either side of 
the path. The Bishop of Southwark received 
the coffin at the gate. The Duke of Cambridge 
superintended the dismantling of tbe coffin, 
giving orders to the officers of artillery, who 
bore the body within the church. This is

having sprinkled the coffin, the choir began in 
subdued tones to chant the De Profundis.”’

Enthusiastic Celebration Throughout Can- 
ada of the 188th Anniversary of That

THE WATER-SUPPLY. 

Tun Tao of this morning publishes an 
article upon the present water-supply, and 
its growing insufficiency because of the 
criminal wastefulness practiced by the gen- 
eral public. A year ago Mr. Cmesproves, 
commenting upon this subject, said: That 
for all legitimate purposes whatever in a city 
like ours, itshould require (daily) a hogshead 
and a quarter of water for each man, woman, 
and child, is not possible, and is simply evi- 
dence of enormous waste.” Tue evil as it 
then existed has been increased since the 
time when that was written. The city is 
now supplied by two tunnels from the crib, 
and two pumping establishments. These 
establishments are furnished with donble 
sets of engines. This is necessary, in order 
to have one set constanily at work while the 
other is resting or undergoing repairs or ex- 
amination. The total pumping capacity of 
both establishments is 105,000,000 gallons of 
water every twenty-four hours. To work 
the engines at their full capacity all the 
time would be to subject the city to a risk 
that involved too serious consequences to be 
tolerated. So much of the engine power as 
may be consistent with safety to an unin- 
terrupted supply, and admitting repairs of 
the machinery, is used, while the remainder 
is held in reserve, so that the maximum 
capacity of the pumping-works is 70,000,000 
gallons of water per day. This supply, 
regarded with reference to the constant in- 
crease, will demand work of our pumping- 
éstablishments in 1880 beyond what they 
¢an perform with tafety. To push them to 
their full capacity is to risk a breakdown 
whieh would leave the city unprovided at all. 
The consumption of waterin this city dur- 
ing several years, as compared with 1878 
and part of 1879, per inhabitant, was as fol- 
lows: In 1874 the population was 395,408, 
and the supply 35,090,952 gallons, or 
96.3 to esch person. In 1876, popu- 
lons, or for each person 108 gallons. In 


supply 56,600,789 gallons. In this last- 
named year, however, demand and supply 
wero quite variable. Beginning in January 
with an average daily consumption of 125 
gallons per head of consumers, it fell, up to 
May, to 110 gallons, Then, with the com- 
ing of warm weather, it took an upward 
turn, and from July to August we find it 
climbing until it had reached about 139 gal- 
lons, With September it fell off, declining 
in November to 129 gallons. But with the 
ensuing cold weather of January it rose to 
147 galions per day. In February it fell to 
about 143 gallons per consumer, In March 
it was 131 gallons. The daily consumption 
in April was about 122 gallons, while in May 
it had gone still lower, touching 114 gallons. 
In June the consumption was about 121 
gallons. 

It will be seen that the consumption reaches 
its highest point in midsummer and midwin- 
ter, and the same result is 
from the same cayse, in other places. In no 
place, however, is the consumption per head 
of water so great asin Chicago. It ws esti- 
mated by the City-Engineer that of the 70,- 
000,000 gallons daily distributed, at least 
20,000,000 gallons are -wasted,—are wantonly

dicated by meters. It is declared by the 
Water Superintendent that those who have 
meters pay less for the water consumed than 
do the average of other consumers. A 
result of the use of meters is 
no economy in the use of water 
for all legitimate purposes, but a stoppage 
of waste. No man with a meter lets his hose 
or his faucets run all day and night. Meters, 
however, have been introduced in establish- 
ments where the consumption is large. Why 
not introduce them into all houses? If the 
consumers of gas should turn on the gas in 
one or two burners in each house, and let 
the gas burn or escape all day, it would re- 
quire two or three additional gas-manufacto- 
ries to furnish the gas required for this city. 
So with this loose and improvident use of 
water. If the present general system of 
waste continues unchecked, it will require an 
additional pumping-works every two or three 
years, with a new tunnel occasionally. We 
are in favor of the largest possible use of 
water, and at che lowest possible cost to con- 
sumers. It costs the city as much per gallon 
to distribute the water which is wasted as it 
does that which is consumed for legitimate 
purposes. The cost of pumping all the 
water delivered during the year 1878 was at 
the rate of $5.94 per million gallons. Let 
water-consumers examine their bills, and see 
how many millions of gallons of water 
they pay for annually. Now, if the 
city should fix the price of water to con- 
sumers at the rate of $12, or even 
$18, per million of gallons, this profit 
of 100 or 200 per cent would still result in 
the reduction of many thousands of water- 
bills, and at the same time would compel 
all those who waste the water to pay for 
their own wmprovidence. Even if it did not 
reduce the consumption of water, it would 
distribute the cost of it equitably among 
those who use it, There are, perhaps, 40,000 
householders in Chicago who have water 
connections, and who are not now using 
meters. Into each of these houses a meter 
can be introduced at an average cost of $10 
each. There is not a water-consumer who

ELEVATED-RAILWAY 
CHICAGO. . 

It is probable that the alarm the residents 
of several streets of this city have taken at 
the suggestion of elevated-railway projects 
is premature, for two reasons, W.; (1) Be- 
eause the Council has no anthority te grant 
the right of way for any such speculative 
scheme on any street in the city without the 
consent of a majority of the property front- 
ing on such street; and (2) because there is 
no trustworthy indication that there is suffi- 
cient capital back of any one of the schemes 
presented to the Oouncil to build a single 
mile of elevated railway. Nevertheless, the 
emphatic popular protest which is making 


pers, and through public meetings may be of 
service in restraining the Council from lend - 
ing itself to any of these wild projects for 
any purpose. If there be no intention and 
no capital to actually build these elevated 
railways as projected, then the purpose of 
appealing to the Council is corrupt, and every 
Alderman who votes with the schemers will 
be open to the suspicion of participating 
in the expected benefits of the swindle. If 
there be an intention and sufficient capital 
to construct the proposed railways, then the 
Council has no right to proceed in the mat- 
ter under the charter, except upon a petition 
from the property-owners aceording to law. 
In either case, the mes in their present 
shape should be unceremoniously and incon- 
tinently kicked out ofthe Council Chamber.

governed, prohibiting the Council from 
gtanting ‘‘the use of or the right to lay 
down any railroad traeks in any street of the 
city to any steam or horse railroad company, 
except upon a petition of the owners of the 
land representing more than one-half the 
frontage of the street, or so much thereof ag 
is sought to be used for railroad purposes.” 
There is not the slightest doubt that this 
prohibition would be held to include elevated 
railways, for it would be the grant of the 
street for a steam-railway to allow any com- 
pany to erect a huge platform either in the 
centre or on both sides of a street over which 
to run steam-cars. The law was obviously 
intended to protect the owners of property 
against the destruction of their personal 
comforts and of the value of their property 
by ruining the use of the street which makes 
such property habitable and valuable. But 
there is no device in the shape of a railway 
which so completely and irretrievably de- 
stroys personal comfort, business, and prop- 
erty values as does an elevated street-rail- 
way. The property-owners and the residents 
of the streets slong which the New York 
elevated railways run have diseovered this 
to their sorrow. The constant jarring 
and the incessant and infernal noise of the 
trains have seriously damaged business, and 
created such a nuisance as to drive people 
away. There is no privacy, for the trains 
run along at an elevation which enables the 
passengers to look in second-story windows, 
into bed-ehambers and living rooms at night 
as wellas day. The stores cannot be rented 
at anything like their proper value, be- 
cause business is practically excluded from 
the street. The elevated railroad is death 
to the sick, and unceasing misery to the well 
people. Millions upon millions of property 
values have been dastroyed on those streets 
in New York, and the same result would be 
inevitable here. f 

It is obvious, then, that the law will pro- 
tect the streets against occupation against 
the wishes of the property-owners for such a 
purpose, which is infinitely more objection- 
able than either a horse-railway or 8 steam- 
railway on the street level; and the Council 
have no right to consider any proposition for 
a right of way that is not accompanied by a 
petition of property-owners, as required by 
the charter. There ig no danger that an 
overwhelming majority of the property-owp- 
ers on any street will join in any such peti- 
tion. 

There is another view to be taken of the 
matter. New York embraces sbout three 
times the entire population of Chicago, in an 
area not much, if any, larger than the North 
and South Divisions of Chicago. Into this 
contracted space, between two * rivers, 
is crowded the population of Obicago, St, 
Louw, and Oineinnati.

Finally, the statement that The only Pre- 
late who could with any especial propriety 
be appointed Cardinal would be the Bishop, 
or rather the Archbishop, of Chicago,” is 
meaningless. Ecclesiastical rank has not the 
slightest thing to do with elevation to the 
purple. Of the Cardinals last created, Mgr. 
Newman was only the head of a Catholic 
school at Edgbaston; Mgr. Hencznrorruzz 
was a Professor at the University of Warz- 
burg; Mgr. Zrar1aza was a Dominican monk 
teaching Philosophy at Rome; Mgr, Proc 
ocoupied a humble position in the Vatican 
Library; Mgr. Atrmown4, Bishop of Albenga, 
was preferred to any of the forty-three Ital- 
ian Archbishops that do not wear the red 
hat; and Mgr, P, Bishop of Poitiers, was 
chosen in France, though twelve of the 
Archbishops are not Cardinals. How little 
ecclesiastical rank, or anything of that sort, 
has to do with the elevation of a Cardinal, 
is sufficiently shown by the fact that Cardinal 
Marrpyexi, who is at the head of the great 
Congregation of the Index, was abrupily 
raised, to the immense surprise of 
the Romans, the Cardinals, and him- 
self, to the order of Cardinal-Priests 
from the humble position of a sacristan 
in the Church of St. Augustine,—the 
late Pope having heard that he passed 
hours in ecstatic devotion before Sansoyrno’s 
group, the Madonna and Child, and never 
was weary of serving ite altar. It is hardly 
necessary that a Cardinal should be an eccle- 
siastic.

power of his office te promote his pomimation, 
and was only a candidate in the same way that 
many others are classed as candidates; that he 
expected every Republican ireely to express his 
opinion, and as freely to make his choice of 
candidates; that he would do nothing to in- 
fluence the teeling and judgment of those bold- 
ing public office, and that be would not accept a 
nomination unless it was the clear and distinct 
desire of the majority of the Republican party, 
without bias or ſuſluence from office-bolders or 
office-seekers. The officers of his Deparment, 
he said, are like all other people. They have 
the right to express their prefereace, and, so far 
as he was concerned, they would not be injured

Her worst 
fears appeared to be realized, for her attention 
was immediately attracted to the cherry-trees, 
which stood in pitiful plight. She walked 
about under them for a few moments, 
then she went to the barn and examined the 
pole: then sbe went back to the trees and col- 
jected an evidence or two in the shape of broken 
twigs, which she carried with her into the house. 
The back door closed bebind the old lady, and 
there was silence for about five minutes. At 
the end of that time the still air of that pleas- 
ant Sabbath evening was broken by the most 
piercing shrieks at babies have ever been 
known to utter. Each child informed its grand- 
mother in sobbing accents that ft could not lie.

Drying Company. 
A call was made upon its President, 
MR. J. W. OAKLEY, 

at his office, 179 and 181 Lake street. The gen- 
tleman was found verv busily engaged, but 
cheerfully consented to give the readers of Tun 
TRIBUNE an insight into the objects and work- 
ings of the Company over which be presided. 

‘The Chicago Rending & Drying Company 
is a stock concern, having a paid-up capital of 
$100,000. Its officers sre J. W. Oakley, Presi- 
dent; H. T. Weeks, Vice-President; Dennis 
Ward, Manager; James D. Carson, ‘Secretary 
and Treasurer; and Joseph Sherwin, Super- 
intendent. Our works are located at 
State Line, Indiana, twenty miles out 
of the city, on the line of the Michigan Central 
Railroad. Webave absorbed and are at the 
present time removing the largest fertilizing es- 
tablishment in the Town of Lake, taking it out- 
side the city, thereby removing at least one of 
the so called *Stock-Yard stinks’. which have 
infested our city for such a length of time, and 
have been instrumental in making life miserable 
to the residents of the southern portion of the 
city.”

STATE STREET. 
CONDEMNATION CASE VERDICT. 

The jury in the State street condemation case 
yesterday returned their verdict, assessing the 
total damaves for widening State street from 
Twelfth street to the city limits, at $332,847.79. 
The verdict occupied nearly two hours in the read- 
ing. and covered 115 pages of foolseap, The mo- 
tions for new trial will be heard Saturday. ¢ 

The ordinance to widen State street to a uni- 
form width of 100 feet from Twelfth street to 
the city Jimits at Egan avenue, was passed 
March 17, 18%, and the petitions 
to condemn filed three days later. 
The defendants were duly served and the case 
got ready for trial by May 5. The hearing 
began May 7, and lasted until Juiy 1, when the 
jury retired to consider their verdict. The land 
to be condemned was a strip twenty-seven feet 
wide on the east side of the street, from Twefth 
street to Twenty-second street, one mile in 


length, and a strip thirty-four feet wide from 


Twenty-second to Egan avenue, a distance of 
just two miles. The total frontage, excluding 
cross streets, was about 15,000 feet. Evidence 
was offered on behalf of the city as to all the 
land, but the defendants only put in testimony 
as as about 6,500 feet. The testimony for 
the defendants made the value of the 
land from two to tive times 
as high as that forthe plaintiff, but the jury 
seemed to have practically disregarded the 
former. They, however, took the highest fig- 
ures of the city’s witnesses. The yalue of the 
487 lots was found to be $197,666, and of the 300 
buildings, $135,181.79. ‘Taking the average 
testimony of the city’s witnesses, the verdict 
would have been $153,831.44 for theland. The 
lots on the east side of the street are from 150 
to 180 feet deep, while those on the west side 
are 100 to 125, yet the latter were valued the 
higher, showing the extra depth did not add 
much to the value. 

A saving of about $50,000 was effected through 
the valuable efforts of Mr. Harkness, of the 
Board of rublic Works, who has helped conauet 
the case. After the condemnation proceedings 
were begun he made personal visits to the prop- 
erty-owners whose lots were improved, and in- 
duced about two-thirds of them to agree to 
allow the city to remove their buildings back to 
the new line, and have the cost of removal and 
making new foundations, sewage con- 
nections, etc., the sole damage allowed 
for the building. If the front thirty-four 
feet, for instance, was cut off a building 
it would ruin the whole, and perbaps the build- 
ing would be worth $1,000. This would there- 
fore be the damage to be allowed the owner, 
put if the city was allowed to move the build- 
ing back, it would be done for $100 or $200, and 
thus save at least $800 in such a case. The fol- 
lowing is a copy of one of the stipulations: 

State or ILLinors, Covytr or Cook, ss.—Snu- 
perior Court of Cook County. May term, 1879. — 
City of Chicago vs. Solomon A. Smith et al.—In 
the matter of the petition of the City of Chicago 
for the ascertainment of the just compensation to 
be made for private property, to be taken or dam- 
aged for widening State street, in the City of Chi- 
cago, County of Cook, and State of Lilinois, from 
Tweifth street to Egan avenue, to the width of 
100 feet, condemning the property necessary there- 
for on the east side thereof, 

It is hereby stipulated between the petitioner, 
the City of Chicago, and „ defendant 
herein, owner of building and improvements 
known as No. — State street, in said city, said 
building standing on Lot—, that, upon the trial 
of this cause, the amount of compensation to be 
awarded to the owner of said building shall be the 
cost of moving said datlding east to the new build- 
ing line of said street as widened, said cost of 
moving to include the cost of putting said build- 
ing in the same condifien as to foundations, pri- 
vate sewers, water-pipes, and gas-pipes as at pres- 
ent, the compensation for said land to be awarded 
separately, and not tebe affected in any manner 
by this stipulation. ; 

This also is very a@vantageous to the pro 
ty-ow er, as before, for he colud never rebuild a 
building new for the same price awarded him by a 
jury. The trial of the assessment for benefits 
will de begun as soon as possible, and, if no 
serious obstacies are met, the widening will be 
begun in about a year.

NEW YORK. 
LORD DUNDREARY AND THE *‘ JOOK”’ OF BEAU- 
FORT. 
Svectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New York, July 9.—This fishing cruise of 
Sothern’s, away into the depths of Canada, is 
turning out to be one of the funniest things that 
ever was seen or heard of. Dundreary, you re- 
member, purchased a river last year, which he 
intended should serve the doable purpose of 
furnishing him with summer sport and advertis- 
ing material. He paid a good round sum for 
the stream, invested a heavy amount in supplies 
and fishing tackle, imported a more or less 
genuine live Duke from England, and generally 
spread himself on the send-off. When the 
party, including Billy Florence, Sothern, and 
Beaufort, started for Canada awhile ago, every- 
body was acquainted with the facts, owing to 
the skiliful way in which the New Lork papers 
were manipulated.

Yester- 
day, however, Prof. Horace Wall—be isa Pro- 
fessor of theatrical engagements to the college 
in Union Square—showed me a letter from 
Dunodreary, saying that the river was poisoned 
in the spring, and that all the salmon the party 
bad taken thus far were totally unfit to eat. 
This, of course, is what a poetic man would 
describe as great leather.”

Tue Dramatic News has insisted from the first 
that Sothern’s Duke was an entirely spurious 
article of importation, aud about two-thiras of 
the people who know anything at all about 
Beaufort’s presence fn America believe he is a 
fraud, This morning Byrne received a personal 
note trom the Duke, complaining Bitterly of the 
treatment bestowed upon him, and saving, 
among other things, I believe, that he had en- 
countered difficulties in getting hia letters of 
eredit cashed in Quebec, because the bankers 
thought be was not the old orizinal Beaufort. 
The News to-morrow will contain the letter in 
full, together with some interesting remarks 
concerning its author. Aud, on the whole, I 
think Sothern’s vacation this year is panning 
out a good deal more fun than he imagined it 
would: But the humorous part of the affair 
isn’t exactly as Dundreary would like to 
bave it.

HOME MATTERS. 
MISS WHITTEN IN CINCINNATL 
A Cincinnati correspondent writes as follows: 
At the public examination of the College of 
Music of Cincinnati. Miss Rose Whitten, of 
Chicago, puoil of Mme.

THE FASHIONS. 
GRENADINE AND BARON DRESSES. 
Marper’s Bazar. 

Colored grenadive and barege made over silk 
and trimmed witha satin are the first choice for 
thin costumes to be word during the summer. 
The grenadives have satin stripes, or else are 
brocaied in gay mosaic patterns witha delicate 
beige or mastic ground; indeed, the quaintest 
coioring is preferred for such dresses, and they 
are Often seen in olive and deep myrtle-green 
hues, mingled with dull red and old-goid color. 
The fancy at the beginning of the season was 
for a basque and overskirt with all dresses, but 
there has lately been a return to polouaises for 
elegant street costumes; this bas become neces- 
sary in order to give variety to the summer out- 
fit. These polonaises are of very simple shape, 
falling open from the waist in front, and only 
draped twice below the waist on the seams that 
are next beside the middle seam of the back. A 
long-loooded bow and ends ot satin 
ripbon are placed on each of these 
two seams in what was formerly 
called the Marguerite style. The draping on 
the hips gives the effect of full folds carelesaly 
laid around the hips, and ending beneath the 
Marguerite bows; 
inches below the waist in front, where they are 
either shirred lengthwise or else pieated, and 
the pleating is then concealed by a series of 
loops and ends of ribbon. The black damask 
grenadines are very handsome made in this way 
and trimmed with pleated Breton lace. The all- 
silk grenadines, with the flowers, dots, or dia- 
monds of satin, cost from $2 to$4.50 a vard, and 
are single width; ten yards are required fora 
polo Almost the same effect is given in 
the cheaper grenadines that are ou a foundation 
of linen or cotton threads, but the color is not 
apt to last well more than a season; these cost 
75 cents or $la yard. Ihe satin used about 
such costumes appears principally in the skirt; 
for instance, the ekirt may. be entirely plain, 
made of black satin, or else it may be 
of inch-wide eatin stripes on repped silk 
stripes of the same width. When flouuces dre 
preferred, the skirt is of silk, with two narrow 
satin pleatings aronnd it, and a whole pyramid 


breadth. From one to three dozen yards of 
Breton lace are bought for the pleatings that 
trim the polonaise; light patterns of this lace 
pleat effectively, and are inexpensive, especially 
those with lengthwise patterns like fern leaves. 
with a wider plain net space between. Some- 
times the wide three-inch lace is chosen; aud 
when the stitching is put on an inch below the 
upper edge it forms a pretty heading for itself 
by leaving the frill standing, or by catching the 
edge down to make a tin pleated puff. Others 
use a jet beading or a sliaut passementeric in 
leaf patterpv. To correspond with this, beaded 
ornaments should be used on the drapery in- 
stead of satin ribbon bows. The only satin that 
appears on the polonaise is the wide folded beit 
which begins under the arms, crosses the front 
only, and is fastened by a very large bow of four 
loops that make it as large as the Alsacian bow 
worn on bonnets. The buttons are of satin, 
and very small, and there are square satin bows 
on the sleeves; the standing collar is piped with 
satin, and there may bea surplice drapery of 
satin also; but more usualy the pleated lace 
outlines a Pompadour square io front, and is 
so that white crepe lisse or tulle may 
be placed inside of it for very dressy occasions. 
Cream white and pale blue barege dresses are 
made up for misses and very voung ladies to 
wear at watering-places. Shirred polonaises 
and overskirts are made of this trausparcnt 
woolen fabric, as the shirring shows effectively 
in it. Sometimes the front uf the polonaise is 
shirred across at the shoulders and at the waist, 
and there is similar shirring in the middle form 
of the back just at the waist line. The long 
ends of the front are then drawn far eround to 
the middle of the back, and held there by a 
sash knot, or else they are shirred down the 
sides aud in the middle of the back. A great 
deal of satin-striped barege serves as the pleated 
flounces, and sometimes also as the skirt, of 
such costumes. There are rich silk blonde 
laces that are used with effect on the cream 
white barege overdresses, and aiso the very 
light fluffy fringes known as fly fringe. White 
Breton lave pleatings trim the pale blue bareges 
worn by fair young any there are jabot 
| clusters of lace, with forked ends or loops of 
blue satin in each curve.

Cie, July 11.—In your dafly of the 4th 
inst. I read a communication on “space” by 
*Picherean,’’ who appeared to use some au-

This, in his 
opinion, would have the effect to create a de- 
cided current in the North Branch, and force 
the water into the lake through the main chan- 
nel.“ The pumping-works io the Fullerton- 
avenue conduit will, 3 for a time, abate 
the nuisance in the North Branch; but to force 
ite Stygian contents into our water-supply is 
such a dose of bed medicine for our city that 
the cure in the future will prove worre than the 
disease; and I am’ astovished that the learned 
Doctor should ever make so short-sighted an 
dangerous prescriptions. Time and again 
have called attention to the fact that the only 
way to keep the river and its branches decent 
is to cease to use them as receptacies for the 
city sewage, and that, if the water-supply shail 
be kep: unimpaired, uo sewage should be dis- 
charged into the lake on our ¢hores. 

The argument that water is its own purifier 
is, in this case, fallacious, ‘The Society of Art 
London, and the Royal Commissions appvint 
for investigating the river pollution of at 
Britain, have proved beyond doubt chat certain 
salts from the sewage caunot be reduced by such 
an agency, aud that the time needed for the 
mere oxidation of organic matter will in this 
case, when tested for auy length of time, make 
the desired theory of but small practical value. 
Dilution of the sewage in the lake water is the 
real result that will follow this operation, and 
when the enormous quantity of filth produced 
by this growing city is constantly poured into 
the Jake we shall. soon have the water on its 
shores resemble that in. our river, and when 
anchor ice at the crib compels the city to draw 
water off this shore, we shali be furnished with 
death iu our bydrants. And although the water 
at the crib may be as sparkling and clear as ever, 
it nevertheless will be a poison, which the wise 
ones will avoid or have distilied. 

‘The Government should devote ite energies in 
solving the problem, how to the best advantage 
divert the sewage from river and laue. It is 
poor economy to spend millions of dollars on 
remedying the evils of the present system, for 
it willin time prove to be wasted money. 

Doubtiess the putrefying sewage devosited in 
the river, stinkt for miles around it, is the 
greatest source of mortality at present, but the 
current that is proposed by pumping in the Fal- 
lerton avenue conduit will scarcely remove the 
filth on the bottom, which is the growing source 
of disease, and to get the reeking fluid thereof 
mixed with the water we cousume is certainly 
an abominable and unhealthy scheme. 

I believe that common law as well as most 
other customs prevalent in this country are de- 
rived irom England. Injunctions from the 
Court of Chancery bave in that country stopped 
the discharge of sewage from towns into 
rivers, of which Leeds and Birmingham furoish 
some noted cases. It baving been satisfactorily 
proved that sewage could otherwise be dis- 
pone of without injury to — one, It micht 

a vecessity to try the principle in this coun- 
try also.

CM AGO, Jaly 12.—Will you allow me space 
in your columos to answer some of the objec- 
tions urgéd against elevated railways by those 
who, not having fully investigated the matter, 
or being influenced oy the misrepresentations of 
interested parties, have through the medium of 
the press, the reporter, and public meetings 
declared their hostility to the enterprise? 
Croakers have been found objecting to every 
new project that has been started since Chicago 
became a city. The street-railway companies 
met with the bitterest opposition. It was said 
that the streets upon which the roads were to 
be built would be ruined, and that the value of 
property would be destroyed. Has such 
been the result? Are they sot to 
dav the dest streets in the city? 
And can any man with common 
tense say that an elevated road in the centre of 
the street, with the street and sidewalk all clear, 
will be a greater damage to property or more of 
an obstruction to travel than the present street 
railways? Ip the City of Brooklyn an elevated 
railway is now being built, and others are pro- 
jected, property-owners on the line of street 
railroads urging the coustruetion of elevated 
roads in preference, as being less damaging to 
property and business. 

Many of the objections urged by certain dar- 
ties against the building of elevated railways in 
this city show an utter orauce of the sys 
tem and its practical workings. A centieman 
on the North Side says The streets will be so 
darkened by the hage posts and rails overhead 
that lights will have to be kept burning,’ and 
that People cannot live in the secona 
stories of their bonuses.” Now, 
gentieman had taken the trouble to find 
out how elevated roads were at present being 
built, he could not honestly bave made such a 
statement; be has shown by his that 
his opinion on the subject amounts to nothing. 
The roads being built on @ series of iron arches 
sorinving from the curb-stone cannot possibly 
exclude the light, and, occupying a space of 
twenty-four feet over the.centre of the street, 
will not interfere with the privacy of tenants in 
upper stories on either side. The dripping of 
oil and scattering of ashes, the smoke and poise, 
are being urged as objections to these roads, 
when every one at all famifiar with them knows 
that the three first have deen entirely done 
away with, and that such improvements are be- 
ing made in theconstruction of the roadbed and 
laying of the rails as will almost, if not én- 
tirely, deaden the noise. Again, u is 
claimed that the operating of 
these roads will have a tendency to build up “sa 
few cow- astures outside the city-limits,” and 
that vacant lots inside the city will go berging. 
The coutrary will be the result, The elevated- 
railway com panies propose running trains to the 
city-limits and ug passeugers to any point 
on their routes for the same fare, and in one- 
fourth the time required by the street-cars. 
result will be that these vacant lots back of the 
business streets will de built up, trade of all | 
kinds will Increase, stores will be occupied, and 
ten farmers with their teams will some upon 
the street to everyone that ven to go there 
now. The newspaver talk about blackmail,“ 
* extortion,’ ** stock-jo ,”? ete., cannot be 
dirnified with the name of either argument or 
objection, and is not worth a passing thought 
from the sensiole business portion of ese — 
enterprise are not responsible: if capital cannot 
be enlisted; if the road can never be built and 
the scheme is impracticable, who is to be biack- 
mailed,—whose proverty will be infjored? 

The building of elevated railways in this city 
will benefit it more than any enterprise ever 
started here. All material. for their construc 
tion will be purchased bere, thousands of labor - 
ers will find employment, the value of propert 
will be enhanced 100 per cent within a radius 
a mile from the terminus of the road, and mill- 
ions of dollars of capital will be drawu from the 
East for investment. *

compared with the long siege the Assessor had 
of it last year. The real-estate books then 
were turned over to the County on the 29th of 
July, and the personal-property books on the 
job of August. This year the Assessor began 
bout the 7th of May. By the 23d of June 
the results of the deputies’ tours around town had 
deen copied off on to the sheets, and everything 
was in readiness for the meeting of the Town 
Board of Review to hear complaints. Owing 
the admirable system adopted by Mr. Drake

went, and thus giving them an opportunity to 
ghow in advance any injustice that might have 
deen done them, the complaints before the 
Board of Review were few in number and, as a 
rule, uoimportant in character. After remain- 
ing in session a week, the Board adjourned. 
That was on the 30th of June. Yesterday, just 
two weeks later, with a smaller force than that 
employed last year, the work of transferring 
the reguite to the permanent books was com- 
feted, and by 2 0’clock in the afternoon the 
volumes were on the way across the river.

and to this ie in great part due the excellent 
showing thus made in point of expedition.

Last vear the Assessor and his force took their 
pay in orders on which they bad to stand a shave 
at the hands of the “ceut-per-cent men.“ This 
year the Town Board was in funds, the Super- 
visor paid the-Agsessor’s vouchers af they were 
presented, the pay of the deputies having been 
fixed by the Board at $4 a day last spring, and 
the men drew their money without having to 
submit to a discount, and without any vexatious 
delays. The result is apparent. 

As to the assessment itself, it may de said, 
generally, that while there are reductions io 
many instances from the figures of last year, it 
is believed to be on the whole a more neurly 
just and equitable assessment than any that has 
deen made in the South Town for years, the 
paucity of complaints being substantial evi- 
dence of that fact.

A Discussion ot the Eight-Hour 
Question. 


The Plasterers Will Be Apt to Get Their Increase 
* ---Fernitare Werker. 


EIGHT HOURS. 

ABOUT A HUNDRED AND FIFTY PERSONS 
assembled in the West Twelfth Street Turner 
Hall last evening for the purpose, as was un- 
derstood, of discussing the merits of the eight- 
hour system. Mr. J. Bodden calied the meeting 
to order, and was elected Chairman, Mr. H. Ras- 


mussen acting as Secretary. 

Mr. Dantzinger, from the Committee ap 
pointed at a previous meeting to wait upon the 
employers and ascerteio -whether they would 
consent to the iutroduction of the system, re- 
ported progress. The Committee found fortr- 
two of the largest employers of labor in the 
furniture business who were willing to adopt 


the eight-bour system provided that Grand 
Rapids and other cities could be induced to do 
the same thing. The Committee were well re- 
ceived, and felt satisfied with what they beard. 

Mr. T. J. Morgan was called upon for a 
speech, but declined temporarliy in favor of a 
representative of the emplovers.

aid that he was in accord with the eight-hour 
movement, but the question was whethrr the 
system was practicable. Chicago manufactur- 
ers could not consent tp it, unless Grand Rap- 
ids, New York, and other furniture manufactur- 
ing centres could be brought in. Unless this 
was done he could not see how anybody cuuld 
look for the adoption of the system. Mr. 
Belersdorf’s remarks were received with ap- 
piause. 

Mr. Morgan then took the platform, and an- 
nounced bimself as au eight-hour man. He 
complained that on a previous occasion he was 
choked off by representatives of trades’ unions 
who were opposed toa full discussion of the 
system. The discussion would do good, for it 
would show the people what the facts were. It 
must be recognized that what Mr. Beiersdorf 
said was perfectly true, and that nothing could 
be dove in Chicago unless othe? cities would 
come lu. He understood that the men were will- 
ing to work eight hours for eight bours’ pay. 
This would give employment to many of the 
workmen vow stigms as “tramps.” It 
was a great pity that other trade organizations 
besides the Furniture-Workers’ Union bad not 
learned the lesson. 

THE COMPSTIVIVE SYSTEM ; 
was the chief stumbling-block in the Way o 
the adoption of eight hours as a normal day's 
work. The speaker advised the men to work 
right along, eight hours a day for eight bourse’ 
pay, and by-and-by they would be able to do 
better. He congratuiated his bearers on 
the presence amongst them of employers 
of labor, for it was necessary for them 
to understand this labor question. He bed un- 
derstood that’Brunswick, Balke & Co. were will- 
ing to adopt the. eight-hour system if others 
would do thesame. Both employers and em- 
ployed must learn and realize that mutual con- 
ceesions must be made for the common advan- 
tage. In conclusion, Mr. Morgan beartily abused 
the competitive system, and said things would 
ne ver go right until that system was eliminated 
from the economic problem. He did not exolain 
how this was to be done. 

PAUL GROTTKAU, THE ALIEN, 
followed with an address in German. He said 
that after the great demonstration on the Fourth 
the workingmen could not afford to give up the 
good work, for if they missed it this time they 
might as well give it up altogether. The only 
cities entermg into competit with Chicago 
were Cincinnati and Grand ids, and the 
work of agitation must be kept up there. He 
referred in severe terms to the course taken by 
Brunswick, Balke & Co., and said that firm were

The Chicago Section of the Plasterers’ Union ‘ 


held a meeting in Maskell Hall, on Desplaſues 
street, near Jackson, last evening, for the pur- 
pose of taking action upon the matter of the 
demand for an increase of wages, and also to 
listen to the proposition of the “ bosses,” that 
they would grant an increase of wages provided 
the men would have nothing to do with any 
work ia the city except through them (the 
bosses). The men bad determined before com- 
ing to this meeting to bring their employers to 
time or strike on Monday morning, but all 
the , posses”’ except two parses yesterday to 
accede to the raise. One of two who stood 
out stated that he would come to time if he was 
compelled to do so, but the other declared that 
the men should pot dictate to him iu the matter 
of wd, and said he would not bay the increase 
demanded, The men have been getting $2.50 
vor day, but they claimed that this was not 
enough, in view of the nature of the work and 
the fact that they could not get employment but 
afew months in a year, and they want $3. 
Their whole attention last nicht was devoted to 
devising wars and means for bringing down the 
obstréperous boss who had talked 80 
independently against the Union. Nearly 
eve plasterer in the city belongs to 
the Union, and they virtualiv control things 
here.

He was informed by s member of the firm that 
the cabinetmakers, some fifty in number, in 
the employ of the firm, had lately been stopping 
work earlier than usual, and seemed to 
awaiting further movements on the part of 
other Unions throughout the country before 
taking any decisive steps. There gre some 230 
men in the employ of the firm, but the cabinet- 
makers are the only ones who have as yet made 
any move. None but friendly relations are 
said to exist between the Company and its em- 
ployes, und everything is expected to be all 
right agaio in a few days. 

Some of the most prominent furniture houses 
in the city were visited yesterday, and no 
trouble with workmen was reported. At Biers- 
dorf’s the men are paid by the piece, and as yet 
have made po move toward aatrike: while at 
the factories of Swivey and Neuberger some of 
the men are working bat eight hours a day, but, 
as all are paid bv tne piece, they are the only 
losers. The movement is by no means general.

Where this year the consumption was 121 gal- 
lous per bead of consumers daily, last year it 
was but 109 vallons.

city. Should every bouseholder open his eyes 
to the fact that he is contributing his share to 
the ultimate limitation of the water-supply nec, 
essary for the actual demands of the public, and 
that he nimself might share in the evils which 
would result, he might possibly do something 
that would have an effect to cut off to some ex- 
tent this extra amount that is now so misapplied. 

THERE IS ANOTHER CHANNEL 

through which vast quantities of water daily 
go to waste and bring no adequate return, ad- 
ditional to those enumerated above. This is by 
the lavien use of water in sprinkling sidewalks 
and other ends to which thousands of familv 
hose are devoted. Aud also, the water is allowed 
to run all day in water-closets,—people think- 
ing that it @dushes the pipes and prevents the 
escape of gas. This is utter folly, for it com- 
passes neither end. 

At present the ex ravagant use of water so far 
in excess of the actual necessities of the people 
has given rise to the absolute necessity there is 
for steps toward procuring new pumping 
machinery. For, if the availablecapacitv is now 
reached, and, with a growing eitv, the expendi- 
ture of water is constently increasing, there 
must be some means at band for meeting the 
exivency of the case. If new works weie begun 
now it would be two vears before they could be 
completed, and this would be none too soon, 

udging from the present statistical indications. 
But th the works cannot be begun now; at least 
— Council would make no aypropriation for 
this purpose, although $175,000 was asked for 
this parpose, and it is not definitely established 
whether such surplus as there was above the 
receipts and expenaitures of the Water Depart- 
ment last year can be applied to this purpose. 
It has been recommended that works costing 
about $300,000 be erected on the West Side, the 
engines ulone to cost about $2 50,000 This 
would increase the capacity about 25,000,000 
or 30,000,000 daily. But, in view of the fact

. Mr. Ches- 
brough, looking ahead, said in his last report: 
„Of course: it is not certain that the average 
daily consumption of the whole city will con- 
tinue to increase as it has done; but the era of 
renewed prosperity which we 3 *4 has 
begun to dawn upon the country is not 
likely to be accompanied by a diminished 
demand for water. Witbout, then, either a 
very prompt stoppage of waste or increased 
pumping capacity, great inconvenience, and, in 
some sections of the city, suffering, must be 
telt.“ The possible contingency, that the in- 
crease of water will not continue does not ap- 
pear to be borpe out by the figures of the past 
year.

NATIONAL FINANCES. 


The Record of the Last Fiscal Year—An In- 
crease of $16,000,000 in Receipts and 
$26,000,000 in Expenditures.-The Demo- 
cratic Congress Re- ponstble. 

Dispatch to NewYork Times. 

Wasnineton, Julv 9.—The receipts and ex- 
penditures ot the Government for the Sscal 
year ending June 30, 1879, cannot at this time 
be accurately stated, for the reason that returns 
from officers in distant parts of 
the country charged with the re- 
ceipt and disbursement of public funds 
cannot be received until about Aug. 1, and un- 
til that time the books of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for the last quarter of the last fiscal vear 
cannot be balanced. The data now in posses- 
siou of the Treasury Department may, however, 
for all purposes of comparison, be assumed to 
be correct. The final settlement of the books 
will not materially chaoge the figures given be- 
low, which show iu detail the receipts by quar- 
terly periods and the aggregate expenditares 
for the fiscal year just closed, compared with the 
receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year 

ending June 30, 1878. It is proper to state that 
the figures given for the first three quarters of 
the lest fiscal year are made u@ from the fipal set- 
tlement of the books of the Treasury for those 
three quarters, while the ficures for the last 
quarter are taxen trom the ‘daily statements 
made for that quarter. Whatever changes, 
therefore, may be made necessary by additional 
reports will be made in the figures for that 
quarter. As before stated, such additional re- 
ports will not materially affect the aggregate of 
the accompanying tables: 

The total receipts for the fiscal year under 
review were $274,034,916, against $257,703,878 
for the preceding vear, an increase of $16,- 
271,038. This increase was made up as follows:

The receipts ex eed the aggregate 3 
presented to Congress in December last by the 
Secretary of the Treasury by $9,500,000. Com- 
pared with the Secretary’s estimates, the cus- 
toms receipts show an increase of $4,500,000, 
and miscellaneous receipts $7,000,000, while the 
internal revenue recetpia show a decrease of 
about $2,000,000. ‘he increase in customs re- 
ceipts is attributable toa corresponding tacrease 
in the import trade, while the increase from 
miscellaneous sources is mainly due to protits 
on siiver coiuage and to the larger repayments 
made during the year from the unexpended 
balances of the accounts of disbursing office rs. 
The decrease in internal revenue receipts is 
chargeable to the agitation in Congress of a re- 
duction in the tax on whisky and tobacco. 
During the last session of the Forty-fifth Con- 
gress the tax on manufactured tobacco was re- 
duced from 25 to 16 cents per pound. The law 
making this reduction went into operation May 
1, 1879. "While the question of reduction was 
pending, manufacturers naturally beld back 
their products until May l. when an immense 
. tobacco was suddenly drougbt for- 
ward. e daily reports of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue show that on one day— 
Aoril 30—three men sold tobacco stamps to the 
value of about $1,250,000, anc that the sale of 
stamps for May and June exceeded the sales for 
the same months of the preceding year by 


about $5,000,000. 

The ordinary expenditures for the last fiscal 
year were 8161.088252, against $134,463,452 
during the preceding yvegr,—an increase of 
$26,624,800. This includes $5,500,000 paid on 
aecount of the fisheries award, $5. 500, 000 on ac- 
count of pension arrearages, 81. $00,000 paid 
Capt. Eads for improvements at the mouth of 
the Mississippi River. Deducting those three 
extraordinary items, the excess of ordinary ex- 
penditures for the last fiscal year, compared 
with the vear ending June 30, 1878, was about 
$13,000,000. In view of the recent discussion in 
Congress touching the liability for expending 
public funds until appropriations shal! first 
have been made, it is ‘Only necessary to state 
that the Forty-fifth Congress is responsible for 
this r increase in the ordinary expenditures 
for the fiscal year just closed. ‘The expenses of 
the extra session of the ‘Forty-sixth Cougress 
were, ot course, paid for during the year ending 
June 30 last. 

The interest on the public debt for the year 
amounted to about $105,000,000, an increase of 
about $2,500,000, com pared with the preceding 
year. The successful refunding operations of 
Secretary Sherman, by which all the matured 6 
per cent bonds were refunded at 4 per cent, will 
explain the increase in this item. The value of 
Secretary Sherman’s refunding operations will 
be more fully appreciated at the close of the 
present fiscal year, when its results will be made 
fully apparent for the first time, and when the 
expenditures in the column interest un the 
public debt will drop from 8 000, 000 per an- 
bum to $34,000,000. 

It will be noticed that, notwithstanding an in- 
crease of $16,271,000 in the revenues for the last 
fiscal year, the net surpius was only $7,946,664, 
against $20,799,552 for the preceding year,—a net 
falling off of $13,000,000. Below will be found 
the figures in detail, which will show the fivan-
